Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant argued that neither of the cited references discloses 
method for generating hydrogen gas comprising the step of calculating the thermoneutral point, prior to or during the 
production of hydrogen, using the formula recited in claim 1 . Further the applicant argued that, while operation at the 
thermoneutral point was known prior to instant invention, said thermoneutral point was always determined by 
experimentation and not calculated. In response the examiner indicated that instant claim 1 merely recites determining 
a thermoneutral point for the fuel prior to or during the production of hydrogen, wherein the thermoneutral point is equal 
to the formula cited in claim 1 , therefore instant claim 1 does not distinguish over the prior art where the thermoneutral 
point is determined by experimentation. The examiner indicated that an amendment to claim 1 to positively recite that 
the thermoneutral point is being calculated using the equation cited in said claim would not be entered at this point of 
prosecution because it requires further consideration and/or search. Further the examiner pointed out that cited 
references of Kumar et al. and Ahmed et al. teach that the thermoneutral point can be determined based on the 
balanced chemical reaction for autothermal reforming and on heats of reaction. Based on this information an ordinary 
artisan at the time of the invention would be able to apply well known thermodynamic principles to calculate the 
thermoneutral point for various fuels . 
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
